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Arthur P.. Fitt 


Arthuy Percy Fitt, son-in-law and 
former associate of D. L. Moody, died 
suddenly Monday night at Green Pas- 
tures, his home here. He retired early 
in the evening, apparently in good: 
health, but passed away quietly in 
his sleep. 

Born in Teele Oct. 5, 1869, Mr. 
Fitt graduated with honors from Dub- 
lin University in 1892 and was study- 
ing at the University’s law school 


when he was offered a position as’ 


secretary to D. L. Moody, who was 
then in the midst of one of his evan- 
gelistic campaigns in Great Britain. 
Mr. Fitt accepted and joined the 
Moody staff in time to participate in’ 


the Moody gospel meetings at the! 


Chicago World’s Fair in 1893. He was) 
closely associated with Mr. Moody’ 
until the evangelist’s death in 1899.’ 
He married Moody’s daughter Emma 
in 1934, 


After Mr. Moody’s death, Mr. Fitt 
spent several years .in Chicago, as- 
‘sisting in the administration of the 
Moody Bible Institute. From 1917 to 
1919 he served with the American 
YMCA in France and in 1919 he be- 
came editor of “Record of Christian 
Work,” officia] publication of the 
Northfield Schools, which Moody also 
founded. He retired in 1938 and in 
recent years has been engaged in the 
insurance business. 


Because of his close association 
with Moody Mr. Fitt was regarded as 
one of the most competent authorities 
on matters pertaining to the evan- 
gelist’s career. He was frequently 
consulted by authors and biographers 
and was chosen to catalogue the vast 
amount of Moodiana contributed to 
the Moody Museum, which was 
opened here a few years ago. He was 
also a biographer in his own right, 
having written “Moody Still Lives” 
in 1936 and also, in collaboration with 
the evangelist’s younger son, Paul 
Dwight Moody, “The Shorter Life of 
D. L. Moody” in 1900. 


Surviving are a daughter, Mrs. 
Emma Moody Fitt Powell of East 
Northfield and four grandchildren: 
Virginia Moody Powell, now serving 
with the Red Cross in Saipan, Edward 
M., Jr., a student at the University 
of North Carolina, David and John 
Powell, both students at Mount Her- 
mon School.

‘ 
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Continent to help’ rebuild war-dam- 
aged hostels. 

The A. Y. H. is sponsoring many 
other planned trips that are not 
“work projects.”.One group will travel 


‘in the Rolling Youth Hostel, a rail- 


road, box car equipped with bunks, 
separate washrooms and cooking 
facilities. This hostel on wheels will 
serve as a home base for side trips 
as the group travels across Canada 
and back through the United States. 

Other planned trips will take hos- 
telers cycling through Alaska, Mex- 
ico, the Gaspe Peninsula, Montreal 
and Quebec, the British Isles, Scand- 
inavia and Central Europe. 

Another group of ten will pedal 
down the Pan American Highway 
through Mexico, Guatemala, Salvador, 
Honduras and possibly Nicaragua. 


Though the A. Y. H. sponsors a 
variety of planned foreign trips, most 
hostelers travel unsupervised, either 
alone, with a friend or in their own 
group. There is a network of 250 
hostels strung out through twenty- 
eight states. Their simple overnight 
accommodations are open to all those 
who travel “under their own steam,” 
hiwing, cycling, ekiing, canoeing or 
horseback riding. ‘ 

Hosteling is for all, regardless of 
race, religion or nationality. And 
there are no age restrictions. “The 
‘youth’ refers to spirit,” it is ex- 
plained, “rather than years.” 

The hostels, maintained by house 
parents, have separate bunk-rooms 
and washrooms for boys and girls, a 
common kitchen where hostelers cook 
their own food, and sometimes a 
recreation room. There is a nightly

charge of twenty-five cents, plus a 
ten-cent fuel fee, with blankets and 
cooking utensils provided by the hoS- 
tel. It is a simple life and the few 
rules aim to keep it s0; no hitch hik- 
ing, no drinking, no smoking in the 
hostels and lights out at 10 o'clock. 

Hosteling was started in America 
by Mr. and Mrs. Monroe Smith in 
Northfield in 1935 and to@ay has an 
active membership of over 15,317 
which was the record last year. The 
membership is steadily increasing 
with the vacation season approaching. 


Former Resident Dies 

Herbert Duane Field, 78, of Spring- 
field, a native of this town, died Mon- 
day night in the Wesson Memorial 
Hospital. He was born here and moved 
to Springfield in 1916. He was a 
descendant of Ebenezer Field. one of 
the first settlers in Northfield. He 
was formerly in the lumber business 
and was a member of the Congrega- 
tional Church.
